Plan temporary 
layoffs at plant 


With the demand for steel 
tapering off after more than two 
years of sustained - high 
production, plant operatiors at 
Granite City Steel are moving to 
a lower level and some tem- 
porary layoffs will be 
necessary, Howard M. Love, 
president, says in a letter which 
has been mailed to all 


employes. 

Love said there has been “a 
sharp decline in orders” 
because consumers are using 
up large inventories of steel mill 
products they had previously 
accumulated. 

He added that the steel in- 
dustry “is expected to feel the 
worst of the recession during 
the second quarter, the three 
months we are now beginning. 
We should make every effort to 
operate with maximum ef- 
ficienéy and productivity.” 

Granite City Steel, a division 
of National Steel Corporation, is 
the largest steel plant in the St. 
Louis region and has ap- 
proximately 5,000 employes. 

President Love wrote that he 
did not want “to make things 
sound worse than they are. 
True, some of our markets are 
very slow these days. However, 
other steel-using markets 
remain fairly strong. 

‘Management at Granite City 
Steel is doing everything 
possible to maintain our 
production with orders from the 
stronger parts of the economy."

Tax relief checks 
mailed by state— 
average is $197 


The first tax relief checks to 
help the state’s senior and 
disabled citizens offset property, 
tax bills from 1974 are in the 
mail, Illinois Revenue Director 
Robert H. Allphin announced 
Friday. 

The average amount of the 
checks is $197, an increase of 23 
per cent over the average 
circuit breaker grant last year. 

Allphin said the revenue 
department, which administers 
the “Senior Citizens and 
Disabled Persons Tax Relief 
Act''—commonly called the 
Circuit Breaker Law—has 
authorized payments to 27,200 
senior and disabled persons who 
rented their [linois residences 
in 1974 

He also said the department is 
processing 22,000 more ap- 
plications, part of the 75,000 
circuit breaker claim forms 
mailed to renters in the first 
week of February. The 
department this year mailed an 
application to any renter who 
had applied previously for a 
grant. 


Response to the circuit 
breaker program will be up this 
year, Allphin predicted, He said 
changes in the law, adopted by 
the legislature and signed by 
Gov. Dan Walker in Sep- 
tember, “are apparently doing 
what they were intended to do, 

“The nearly 50,000 ap- 
plications we've received in the 
eight _ weeks since we 
distributed the first forms in- 
dicate that many people will be 
applying this year,” Allphin 
said. 

“Out of the 27,000 applications 
we have now proc , fewer 
than two per cent did ‘not 
qualify. 

“The grants we've processed 
so far this year are about 23 per 
cent higher than last year's, 
with the average at about $197. 
The average at this time last 
year was $156, and the average 
overall for the year was about 
$158." 

The director said the revenue 
department will mail about 
150,000 applications within the

THE CASE FOR NIBBLING 


Snacking is a reality of life 
these days—and in one sense it 
imay be a blessing in, disguise. 
sAnyone who is overweight—or 
jespecially anyone who feels that 
snacking causes overweight—will 
look askance as I say that. But I 
sam not talking about snacking in 
Jaddition to regular meals. I’m 
*thinking of snacking, or nibbling, , 
{as the new pattern for eating. 
> “Periodicity of eating,” as the 
iscientists like to call it, is a fairly 
qmew area of research. But 
Isnacking is a habit in almost 
Jevery household. 


A MARKET RESEARCH study 

has shown that at-home eating is 
‘moving toward the serving of 
‘fewer food items and more so- 
{called convenience foods. 
« Eating is less formal in the 
shome. Seventy-five percent of all 
‘at-home meals (in the. survey 
‘households) were eaten in the kit- 
‘chen or an adjoining area..Meal- 
‘skipping is increasing. Lunch is 
«the meal most often missed. 


‘SNACKING IS UP. In fact, ac- 
ording to the survey, the 
‘average person has six to seven 
“contacts” per day and 
avy snackers (usually children 
ip to 12 and women 25 to 44) have 
‘up to 20 food ‘‘contacts" per day. 
‘Men stuff themselves. especially 
tat the evening meal and at bed/ 
«time. 
But suppose people snacked, or 
bbled some six meals a day or 
‘more, but they were small meals,

and really nutritious foods that 
offer high quantities of nutrients 
at reasonable calorie levels? 

THERE IS RESEARCH, repor- 
ted in Nutrition Today by resear- 
chers Gilbert Leveille, Ph.D., and 
Dale R. Romsos, Ph.D., of 
Michigan State University, that 
indicates that the taking of “three 
square meals’' a day is 
associated with overweight. 

“The behavioral trait," say 
these researchers, “‘is the habit of 
doing most if not all eating at 
three different, widely separated 
periods each-day. Our experimen- 
tal evidence indicates that by 
adhering to mealtimes man has 
become the architect of his own 
obesity."" The Michigan State 
research was done with ex- 
perimental animals and “‘a few 
human subjects.” 

DESCRIBING an ‘“‘obesity 
cycle.” the researchers added 
“The dieting person , reduces 
calorie intake at breakfast and 
lunch, and rewards himself by 
eating a full-dinner. ... But the 
body interprets dinner as its one 
meal per day and prepares for 
rapid fat formation (storage). 
Resumption of normal food intake 
produces a return to original 
weight. if not more."*

CHILD ABUSE 


Psychological torture 
damages children too 


By DOROTHY CRYDER 


CHICAGO — Did you know 
there are six recognized 
forms of child abuse? 

This is a point social wot: 
ers and psychologists who 
have helped form Parents 
Anonymous wanted brought 
out since more people think of 
child abuse in physical terms. 

The six are physical abuse, 
physical neglect, sexual 
abuse, verbal abuse, emo- 
tional abuse and emotional 
neglect. 

Physical abuse is described 
as “any injury toa child other 
than injury ‘sustained acci- 
dentally;” that is, willful 
cruelty and applied’ trauma. 

Parents Anonymous, a self- 
help group for child abusers 
goes along with this descrip- 
tion but they also include the 
attitude of the abuser. 

They believe that when a 
parent physically handles the 
child in such a way that the 
handling is used orlly as a 
means of venting the parent’s 
anger, with-no intent to disci- 
pline, then it is physical 
abuse. 


“One slap in this case can 
be as abusive as a broken 
arm, if the attitude on the 
part of the parent is abusive. 
‘The difference in the degree 
of trauma to the child may 
simply lie in the degree of 
abusive attitude on the part of 
the adult, and.may in some 
cases be only a degree of con- 
trol or degree of strength, 
they say. 

Physical neglect is the lack 
of proper food, clothing, 
medical care or attention to 
hygiene, 

“Imagine the baby whose 


hands were so crusted with + 


dirt that he couldn’t move his 
fingers,” pointed out one 
social worker. ‘That is a sad 
symbol of the extent parental 
neglect can reach.”” 


Lack of guidance, 
Supervision general care 
also are included in the inter- 
pretation of physical neglect. 

‘Two forms of sexual abuse, 
active and eee are recog- 
nized by Parents Anonymous. 
The parent whp actively en- 
gages in sexual acts with a 
child, or, the! parent who 
takes no action when he or 
She is aware that the child is 
being sexually abused, there- 
by allowing the sexual abuse 
to continue. 

Included in the general def- 
inition of verbal abuse is “‘the 
use of insulting, coarse, or 
bad language or to scold 
harshly or revile.” 

Parents Anonymous recog- 
nizes verbal abuse to be 
words aimed at tearing down 
or destroying a child’s image 
of himself. 

If a child is called a stupid 
idiot every day of his life, he 
most likely wilkgrow up to 
think of himself as a stupid 
idiot. 

All forms of abuse auto- 
matically are emotionally 
abusive. Emotional abuse is 
present when the parent is 
providing a negative emo- 
tional atmosphere for the 
child. 

This can be done in many 
subtle ways. The child isn’t 
hit or called any names, but 
he is made to feel like two 
cents because he didn’t bring 
home all ‘‘A’s’’| or maybe his 
toys are given away because 
he didn’tclean his room, or 
he continually jis asked why 
he can't be good like his older 
sister. 

This also is called psy- 
chological abuse, and there 
are as many varieties of it as 
there are parents, studies 
have shown. It can be as 
damaging in the long run as 
severe physical abuse. 

Emotional neglect is 
described as passive emo- 
tlonal abuse. The parent pro-

Alcoholism: The Continuing

Progress has been made in 
coping with the many prob- 
lems related to the excessive 
use of alcohol, but much re- 
mains to be done. This is ob- 
when we observe that: 
Probably fewer than 10 
percent of the nation's alcoho- 
lic people are receiving the 
treatment they need. 

© Less than half of the 
nation’s hospitals will admit 
patients with a primary diag- 
nosis of alcoholism. 

© Most communities con- 
tinue to jail acutely intoxi- 
cated people without referring 
them to treatment for an over- 
dose of a drug. (Alcohol is a 
drug.) 

© A great’ majority of 
health’ professionals remain 
unwilling to accept responsi- 
bility for the treatment of 
alcoholic people.

© An estimated 9 million 
Americans suffer from  alco- 
holism. 

© The most recent esti- 
mates indicate that 1 of every 
3 alcoholic Americans is a 
woman, up from 1 in 6 ten 
years ago. 

© At least 4 other persons 
are affected by the behavior 
of each problem drinker. 

© Forty percent of all fatal 
automobile accidents are re- 
lated to the misuse of alcohol. 

The cost of alcoholism is 
high in economic as well as 
human terms: It is estimated 
that $25 billion is lost to the 
economy each year because 
of alcohol misuse.

Problem drinking is on a 
sharp upswing among our 
youth, with indicators show- 
ing that the use of alcohol is 
reaching into ever lower age 
brackets, 

Clearly, we face a con- 
tinuing task of challenging 
proportions as we seek to pro- 
mote a more intelligent and 
responsible use of alcohol in 
this country. 

The Federal. Government 
supports research and pro- 
grams to aid in coping with 
the complex problems in this 
field. Through these activities 
it seeks to serve as a catalyst 
to the States, local communi- 
ties, volunteer. groups, and 
individuals who initiate and 
support their dwn community- 
oriented activities for prevent- 
ing and reducing alcohol 
problems,

vided neither negative nor- 
positive environment for the 
child. The child is shown no, 
feeling, neither anger nor 
warmth. He never is struck 
nor is he ever held closely. 

He is neither hated nor 
loved — it's as if he doesn’t 
exist. The only positive mes- 
sage he gets from the parent 
is the one that says, “don’t 
bother me with your life.”” 

This form of abuse may not 
be as prevalent, but ooriainly 
it is as damaging as 
others. The child’ who ‘ 
treated like a nothing grows 
to regard himself as a noth- 
ing, a zero. 

Parents Ancor eee: the 
crisis intervention program 
doesn’t claim to be ‘the only 
alternative, but it is one way 
to prevent child abuse, she 
said. 


The first chapter was 
formed about five years ago 
in California by a woman who 
had been an abused child as 
well as an abusive parent.

Open, efficient government 
urged by Secretary Howlett 


The operation of a public 
office deserves citizens’ at- 
tention more than the public 
image of the office-holder, 
Michael J. Howlett; secretary of 
state, told the Illinois Press 
Association Friday night at 
Decatur. 

Howlett was guest speaker at 
the association’s annual spring 
dinner meeting. He said a 
publie official should be as 
responsible as editors’ and 
reporters for keeping the public 
informed. 

“Erich Segal, the author of 
‘Love Story’, made a peculiar 
statement” said Howlett. ‘‘He 
said the printed word is dying as 
a means of communication, and 
that television is replacing it. 

“T can’t agree. 

“Yet, I believe there is too 
much concentration on the TV 
image ‘of public officials, as 
persons. There is not enough 
attention to the operation of the 
public office, the day-to-day 
detail of what is happening. 

“A public official cannot 


succeed in his work without 
cooperation of the public. It is 
up to him to help the public 
understand what he is trying to 
do.” | 

‘As secretary of state since 
1973, and as Illinois auditor of 
public accounts for 12 years 
previously, Howlett made all 
records in his possession 
available to the public. 

He was given the “Goldfish 
Bowl Award’’ by the Illinois 
statehouse correspondents’ 
association, 

“Reporters, editorial writers 
and commentators appreciate 
candor,” said Howlett. “They 
respect direct answers to direct 
questions, whether or not they 
agree with the answers. 

“If a public officer makes an 
honest, open decision in a 
controversial issue, he can 
always defend it, even if sub- 
sequent events prove a different 
judgment could have been 
better. 

“A mistake will be forgiven if 
it is corrected after it is proved 


to be a mistake. What can't be 
forgiven is an attempt to cover 
up a mistake.” 

Howlett said communications 
media could help unify the 
American people by em- 
phasizing what citizens have in 
common and de-emphasizing 
confrontations. 

“It is time for reason to enter 
the arena of conflict,” he said — 
“time to march with traditional 
American optimism to solve our 
problems. 

“We need to look for the good 
side of America. Let us take 
what is good and build on it 
something better.”

In early March, Murray B. 
McPherson of Boston, director 
of the American Society of Civil 
Engineers’ Urban Water 
Resource |Research Program 
and a nationally recognized 
spokesman in the area of urban 
stormwater problems and 
opportunities, spent a day with 
members of the committee. 

At the committee’s 9:30 a.m. 
meeting this Wednesday, 
Changnon, director of the IWS 
Metropolitan —_ Meteorological 
Experiment (Metromex), will 
discuss rainfall data available 
from the program. At 1 p.m., he 
will give a presentation on the 
concepts ,and operation of 
Metromex, 

The five-year Metromex 
program, initiated in 1971, is 
investigating the effects of a 
large city on weather. 


In addition to accumulating 
data about changes in 
precipitation in an urban area, 
it is measuring rainfall with 14 
networks of instruments in- 
stalled within a 52-mile 
diameter circle centered on St. 
‘Louis. 


Since the stormwater com- 
mittee, which includes a unique 
combination of engineers, 
planners and governing ageney 
representatives, began meeting 
last November, members have 
been discussing the possibilities 
for developing a stormwater 
design criteria manual for the 
metropolitan area. 


They also have reviewed 
various methods of planning, 
designing and operating storm: 
water management systems. 

After McPherson explained 
some of the stormwater ac- 


tivities that are occurring in- 


other parts of the country, the 
committee agreed that more 
detailed information related to 
rainfall records and resulting 
runoff and ‘stream flows is 
needed. 

Without this information, the 
committee members say, it is 
difficult to plan and design for 
adequate stormwater 
management systems. 

When the committee has 
learned from’ Changnon what 
rainfall information might be 
available from Metromex, it 
hopes to determine more about 
stream {low data in the area 
and to coordinate the two for 
future use in stormwater 
planning, design — and 
management.

The District Eight office of 
the Illinois Department of 
Transportation has announced 
that it will be conducting a 
series of informational 
meetings throughout the 
district, including April 10 in 
Edwardsyille and April 17 in 
Granite City. 

Purpose of the meetings will 
be to explain a public par- 
ticipation program known as 
the “Action Plan” and to invite 
and encourage the general 
public to become involved in 
highway activities. 

The Action Plan is to assure 
that transportation decisions 
are made in, the best overall 
public interest, taking into 
consideration the need for ‘fast, 
safe and efficient tran- 
sportation, public service and 
the identification of possible 
adverse social, economic and 
environmental effects. The plan 
is composed of four fun- 
damentals: 

(1) IDENTIFICATION: All of 
the social, economic and en- 
vironmental impacts a project 
might have on the surrounding 
area must be identified and 
thoroughly analyzed. 

(2) INTERDISUIPLINARY 
TEAM. APPROACH: The 
services of other than 
engineering professions such as 
sociologists, economists, 
geologists and en- 
vironmentalists are employed 
throughout planning and design 
stages of a project. 

(3) INVOLVEMENT: The 
Action Plan is to provide a 
means for timely and 
meaningful public input into the 
various stages of a proposed 
project, early enough in the 
process so as to influence the 
technical studies and final 
decisions. 

(4) ALTERNATIVES: Every 
transportation study must 
contain feasible alternatives, 
including the ‘‘No Build’’ 
alternate, and each alternate 
must be thoroughly and equally 
investigated and evaluated as to 
its positive and negative im- 
pacts. 


A spokesman said the 
Department of Transportation 
wants ‘as broad a cross- 
sectional representation of the 
general public as possible to get 
involved in highway activities 
and is therefore encouraging all 
organizations and individuals to 
attend one of the regional 
meetings.”

H. Dean |, now 
studying for @ masters de- 
gree at Sangamon State Uni- 
versity, got the idea for the 
trip. He felt such an adven- 
ture would be in keeping with 
the general observance of the 
Bicentennial for’ the country.

Some food can be refrozen 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 
Madison.County Extension 
Adviser-Home Economics 

Food -that is safe to eat is 

generally safe to refreeze. 
However, the eating quality of 
the refrozen food may be im- 


paired. 

Frozen food that has thawed 
and has been refrozen may 
show changes in texture, such 
as drying or softening. Those 
changes are caused by a break- 
down of food cells during 
thawing and by repeated 
freezing of the water present in 
most food. 

Obviously, you will avoid 
refreezing problems if you 
never allow frozen food to thaw 
except when it is to be used 
immediately. 

But accidents do happen — 
power fails, or the freezer plug 
is accidentally pulled out of the 
socket. 

And occasionally, a change in 
arrangements may mean that 
food thawing for dinner will not 
be used as planned. Therefore, 
it’s important to know how to 
safely handle thawed food. 

Foods which have only 
partially thawed and still 
contain ice crystals may 
safely be refrozen. If thawing 
has just’ begun, quality 
deterioration will.be minimal. 
, Refreezing, ..completely 
thawed foods depends on three 
factors: the kind of food, the 

“length of time food has been 
thawed, and the temperature at 
which it has been kept. 

Foods warmed to 40 degrees 
F. and higher (above 
refrigerator temperature) are 
not likely to be fit for refreezing. 


‘However, refreezing foods 


‘warmed only to refrigerator 


temperatures may be possible. 

Consider these guidelines for 
refreezing,food that has thawed 
and been at refrigerator tem- 
peratures no longer than one or 
two days: 

—Thawed fruits and fruit 
juice concentrates may safely 
be refrozen if they still smeil 
good. Expect changes in texture 
of the fruit, however. When 
reconstituted, refrozen juice 
concentrate will show 
separation of the solid and 
liquid portion 

—Don't refreeze melted ice 
cream because the quality will 
be poor. 

—Meats and poultry may be 
refrozen if there are no in- 
dications of off-odor and off- 
flavor. Expect some drying, due 
to loss of meat juices, if the 
meat has thawed completely 
Ground meats will show more 
change in quality than chunk 
meats. 

Fish and variety meats such 
as liver and kidney spoil more 
quickly than most muscle 
meats of beef, pork, and lamb. 
If the color or odor of the 
thawed meat is questionable, 
don't eat it. 

—Refreezing of prepared 
main dish food is questionable. 
Such ‘foods include cooked 
meats, whole meals, or com- 
bination dishes such as pot pies 
and casseroles. The possibility 
of spoilage or growth of illness- 
causing organisms is greater in 
prepared foods than in raw 
foods. 


—Refreezing vegetables is 
questionable, unless they still 


(ollywood-Andrews Studio) 


contain ice crystals. Vegetables 
that have thawed completely 
but are still cold may be safe to 
refreeze, but quality likely will 
be poor. 
—Most baked goods may 
safely be refrozen, except those 
with cream filling. Quality of 
unbaked fruit-filled pie and 
pastries will be poor. 

In general, try to use frozen 
food immediately after it thaws. 

If you follow the guidelines on 
refreezing and still are unsure 
that a thawed food is safe to eat, 
remember this rhyming ad. 
vice: ‘When in doubt, throw it 
out.""

Illinois Power Company has © 


announced that tree planting 
has begun along the prospective 
shoreline’ of the 5,000-acre 
cooling lake planned for a 
nuclear generating station six 
miles east of Clinton. 

The planting is along Salt 
Creek, one of two streams to be 
dammed to form the lake. A 
total of 109,000 trees will be 
planted in the project. 

Trees are being planted in 
areas where the shoreline would 
be subject to wave erosion in 
long sweeps. Most of the 
planting is taking place on old 
fields and pasturelands. 

Many of the trees, now about 
18 inches high, will eventually 
stand with their roots in water, 
saving a costly rip-rapping 


project ‘on the. shoreline ‘area. 

The trees will not be ad- 
versely affected by having their 
feet-in water because they were 
selected for their ability to 
withstand flooding, a 
spokesman said. 

The new trees are being 
planted in strips 200 feet wide in 
rows eight feet apart. Besides 
reducing shoreline erosion, they 
will provide beauty, wildlife 
habitat and food for game, it 
was asserted. 

In the Nuclear Regulatory 
Commission’s final en- 
vironmental statement issued 
on the Clinton plant site, it was 
stated that Ilinois Power would 
be planting in fields, pastures 
and some farm land so that in 
the future there would be more 
timber in aggregate than would 


— be removed for the lake.

The trees, purchased from the - 
Illinois Department of Con- 
servation tree nursery in 
Jonesboro, include, 20,000 
European black - alder, 20,000 
sycamore, 20,000 green ash, 
17,000 river birch, 17,000 bald 
cypress and 15,000 pin-oak. 

‘The company is working with 
Russell Sykes, district con- 
servationist- for the Soil Con- 
‘servation Servicé, on erosion 
control practices for the Salt 
Creek area and plantings that 
will prevent such damage on the 
uplands. 

In the next planting season; 
the company plans along with 
the Soil Conservation District to 
plant Reed canary grass, which 
thrives on wet sites. This type of 
grass has dense roots and can 
aid in erosion prevention. 


the building to slightly more 
than a million dollars. when it 
was. built in 1870. | 

Thomas Ryan, a Carlinville 
abstractor who makes his 
living burrowing through old 
courthouse records, served 
as secretary on a Centennial 
Committee in 1967. It was 
then that the county decided 
to congratulate itself for 
having a courthouse that had 
survived 100 years and 
seemed likely to continue 
through the next. 

When it opened in 1870, no 
descriptions were written or 
printed about the building's 
color schemes or general ap- 
pearance, a fact that has suc- 
cessfully confounded modern 
attempts at accurate restora- 
tion. 

“They were so busy writing 
about the scandal,” Ryan 
said, ‘‘that they forgot to tell 
us what it looked like.” 

So intense was discontent 
over the courthouse that 
when the building’s architect, 
E. E. Myers, died in 1901 a 
local paper reported, “Had 
he ‘lived about 14 months 
longer he could have said his 
life had been spared until the 
debt on the taxpayers of 
Macoupin County had been 
paid. The architect was part- 
ly responsible for the big debt 
we are on the eve of paying 
off, for no doubt the commis- 
sioners did not realize at the 
time what an expensive 
building he was planning. He 
saddled, with the aid of the 
commissioners, a statehouse 
on Macoupin County instead 
of a county courthouse.” 

The building is located one 
block away from Carlinville’s 
central square, the tradi- 
tional location of previous 
courthouses. There situated 
on a full city block the struc- 
ture rises 190 feet above an 
ancient brick street. It is a 
brick building facaded with 
magnesium limestone. 
Frontal columns rise nearly 
70 feet to support a Corinthian 
portico. Inside, a replica of 
the entrance rises above a 
judge’s bench of imported 
Italian marble in the Circuit 
Courtroom. 

The ceilings in the county 
offices are 16 feet high. Each 
office is sealed by its own one- 
ton cast iron door. 

Like Egyptian pyramids, 
the doors are mysterious. No 
one has been able to explain 
how they were hung, or why’ 
they have never needed 
repair. 

Stairways to the Circuit 


STATELY ENTRANCE. The Macoupin County

Courtroom are decorated 
with iron rosettes and dog 
wolf heads snarling at each 
other all the way up the ban- 
nisters. The circuit clerk’s of- 
fice wall is decorated with an 
ornate Corinthian panel that 
surrounds a safe. 

The artisans responsible 
for the ornamentations re- 
main a mystery to historians 
and researchers. 

“If Myers had been a nice 
general contractor, he would 
have provided bills and state- 
ments." Ryan said. “They 
(the commissioners) turned 
the entire construction over 
io him which was a terrible, 
‘terrible mistake, but appar- 
ently that was the way he 
worked.” 

Upstairs, the Circuit Court- 
room sprawls, 60 feet by 74 
feet, with a: parade of 
pillasters down each side. 
The judges’ bench and 
lawyers’ tables rest on a 
raised platform bound by an 
ornate iron fence. Above the 
court is a small rotunda deco- 
rated with scores of acorn-~ 
like ornamentations. The 
walls and ceiling are deco- 
rated with elaborate iron and 
plaster decoration. The ceil- 
ing is an astounding 32 feet 
high. 

The courtroom, despite its 
majesty, has its faults. 
Voices plunge into incompre- 
hensibility a few feet from the 
bench. Two small alcoves 
flank the sides for no appar- 
ent reason 

“Every architect who has 
ever looked at them (the 
alcoves) had a very simple 
explanation,” Ryan said 
“They wanted the cross (the 
building's foundation is laid 
roughly in the shape of a 
cross) and the space was 
here. It's doubtful they ever 
had any real function because 


they are too big — you could 
put a whole jury in one of 
them.” 

The fourth floor and dome 
above the courtroom were 
never completely finished be- 
cause of a lack of funds. No- 
body knows what purpose 
they were to serve anyway. 

In its present state the 
dome is the height of incon- 
sistency. Iron platforms 
ringed with ornate bannisters 
cling to naked iron girders 
and ascend to each other by 
crude wooden stairs. Floor- 
boards on the fourth floor 
were never installed and the 
walls were not plastered. 

“Construction was shut 
down for months with no 
dome and no roof because 
they were out of money,” 
Ryan said. “It was finished 
only because the state came 
riding to their rescue.” 

As the building’s cost con- 
tinued to skyrocket, more and 
more bonds were sold. Some 
were moot; at least two were 
duplicates of one another and 
as the financing of the build- 
ing became more complex, 
some of the bond sales were 
not even recorded. 

A local banker at the time 
of centennial examined the 
bond book, according to 
Ryan, and concluded there 
was no graft involved in the 
Courthouse construction — 
only ineptitude. 

“If they were really trying 
to steal money,” Ryan said, 
“why would they be so mut- 
tonheaded as to enter dupli- 
cate bonds in the same 
book?"

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Springfield bureau— Monthly paychecks for legislators 


Among the bills in the legisla- 
tive hopper this session three 
to change a 1907 act regulating 
payments of salaries‘to members 
of the General Assembly. 

Currently, legislators are re- 
quired to take their salaries either 
one year at a time at the start of 
each session or they can be paid 
for the full two years in one lump 
sum. , 

Developments,. such: as law- 
makers being indi¢tedy-resigning 
or dying, have caused concern 
over paying of legislators a year 
or two in advance, . 

A great many people resent the 
fact that these people can take one 
or even two years”pay at the start 
of the new session. While the per- 
centage who take,.the two-year 
salary at once is not large, we be- 
lieve the entire adyance pay prac- 
tice is wrong and. we support 
House Bill 355 and Senate Bill 31 
designed to eliminate this situ- 
ation. 

Both the House bill, sponsored 
by Rep. Harold Byers, D-High- 
land, and the Senate bill, spon+ 
sored by Sen. Harber Hall, R- 
Bloomington, amend the current 
law to pay lawmakers strictly on 
a monthly basis. 

A third measure, Senate Bill 
207, sponsored by Sens. James 
Philip and Howard Mobr, would 
give the legislators the option of 
taking their salary one or two 
years in advance or on a monthly 
basis. We do not support this bill 
because, while it might reduce the 
number of legislators taking ad- 
vance pay, it would not stop the 
practice. 

When the present law regarding 
legislators’ pay was adopted in 
1907, being a legislator was very 
much a part-time job and the pay 
was $1,000 a year. At that time the 
only other emoluments of the of- 
fice were 10 cents a mile for trans- 
portation to and from sessions and 
$50 a year stationery allowance. 

Today, legislators get $36 a day 
for lodging, meals and incidental 
expenses in addition to a $20,000 a 
year salary. 


As the law stands now, the law- 
maker can draw his full two-year 


* salary of $40,000 as soon ag he is 


sworn in, There are several im- 
portant drawbacks to this meth- 
od: 


First, it deprives the state of the 
ability to earn interest from the 
money which it could do if the leg- 
islator were paid on a monthly ba- 
sis. Instead, it allows the legis! 
tor to pick up the extra interest 
money. 

Second, if a lawmaker dies after. 
having received his full $40,000 
salary, the money does not have 
to -be returned. Recently, Sen. 
Esther Saperstein was elected to 
the Chicago City Council and she 
remains a member of the Senate. 
She has accepted one year’s pay 
already, but indications are if she 
resigns from the Senate she will 

rn the portion she had not 


“earned, although she would not 


have to.- 

One of those who drew the full 
two-year pay within the first three 
weeks of taking office was Sen. 
Kenneth Course, D-Chicago. He is 
currently under federal indict- 
ment. If he were convicted, he 
would be forced to resign from the 
Senate, but unless someone at- 
tempted to retrieve his state 
salary, he could keep it. 

State Sen. Donald Swinarski, D- 
Chicago, has pleaded guilty to a 
federal charge of filing a false in- 
come tax return in 1969 and lost 
his Senate seat. He already had 
drawn his two-year salary at the 


rected his staff to’ recover the 
money. 

Third, no private business or 
other government body that we 
know of allows its employes to 
take their full year’s pay on the 
first day of the new year. 

We feel there is no logical rea- 
son why our legislators should not 
be paid on a monthly basis like 
many other people. We hope that 
the Senate and House will act fa- 
vorably on the bills to place the 
lawmakers on a monthly pay 
schedule. 


Highways in Illinois don’t need heavier, longer trucks 


A new effort is under way in the 
Mllinois legislature to pass legisla- 
tion that would allow heavier, 
longer and faster trucks on state 
highways. 

Ironically, the Illinois move 
comes at a time when an effort is 
under way in the U.S. Congress to 
restore lower weights for trucks 
which were increased in the clos- 
ing hours of the past session. 

The bill pending in Washington 
would restore allowable truck 
weights on Interstate highways to 
73,280 pounds. The bill pending in 
the Illinois legislature would in- 

‘crease from 73,280 to 80,000 
pounds maximum limits for 
trucks using most state highways. 

It is interesting, too, that three 
members of the Illinois Motor Ve- 
hicle Laws Commission, which 
has voted 6 to 0 in favor of the 
higher weight limit, are under in- 
dictment in. an alleged 1972 
bribery scheme involving another 
attempt to increase truck 
weights. 

The commission also approved 
bills to allow longer trucks and to 
permit trucks to drive 55 miles 
per hour on all highways. Cur- 
rently they are limited to 50 
m.p.h. on two-lane highways. 

Ironically also, the day after the 
commission voted its approval of 
these bills the Illinois Department 
of Law Enforcement issued a re- 
port stating that four of every 10 
trucks using Chicago express- 
ways are carrying overweight 
loads. In addition to violating 
legal weight limits, the report 

- Stated, many trucks were found to 


‘lock required safety equipment 


and’ are - operated by drivers 
4 whose licenses are invalid.

In the light of this study it would 
seem that what is needed in IIli- 
nois is strong enforcement of ex- 
isting laws rather than the adop- 
tion of new ones which would 
legally permit bigger trucks. 

As every motorist knows, the 
bigger the truck and the faster it 
goes, the bigger safety hazard it 
becomes. And, it is the ceaseless 
pounding by thousands of trucks 
that causes highways to deteri- 
orate so rapidly and to require 
costly maintenance. 

State Sen. Charles Chew, D-Chi- 
cago, a member of the Motor Ve- 
hicle Laws Commission who de- 
liberately stayed away from the 
meeting when the weight increase 
legislation was considered, has 
pledged that as chairman of the 
Senate Transportation Committee 
he will see to it that the legislation 
is ‘bottled up” in the committee. 


This is encouraging. We hope 
that other legislators will follow 
Sen. Chew’s lead and reject the 
bills. Illinois certainly does not 
need bigger trucks on its already 
badly battered highways.

“SPRINGFIELD — The Illi- 
nois House is considering a 
pack of nine “rape reform” 
bills this session. 

One bill, which prohibits 
the exclusion of coverage for 
the treatment of injuries re- 
sulting from rape in accident 
and health insurance policies 
and hospital service plans, 
has received House approval. 

Sponsored by Rep. Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie, the legisla- 
tion grew out of a study con- 


bursement. 

— Adds medical service for 
rape victims to the list of 
medical services the DPH is 
authorized to provide. 

— Redefine rape making it 
sex-neutral so that criminal 
homosexual assaults are in- 
cluded. The bill would also 
expand the definition to in- 
clude threat of force. 

— Make a rape victim’s 
sexual conduct with anyone 
but the accused rapist disal- 
lowable in court. Backers see 
this as the key measure in the 
package, believing this would 
result in more reporting and 
more convictions. 

— Delete that part of the 
Criminal Code which makes 
it an affirmative defense in 
child molestation cases the 
fact that-the ‘child is. a 
prostitute.” 

— Requires the Illinois De- 
partment of Corrections to

SPRINGFIELD — Will 
Gov. Daniel Walker turn-out 
to be another G. Mennen Wil- 
liams? 

After studying Walker's 
mammoth $10.8 billion 
budget there are those who 
foresee Illinois embarking on 
the same route that brought 
Michigan to bankruptcy dur. 
ing the free-spending years 
the 1950s under Williams as 
governor. 

During Williams’ 12-year 
reign Michigan became a na- 
tional symbol of financial ir- 
responsibility. Payless pay- 
day for state employes were 
one result of Williams’ free- 
wheeling fiscal policies. 

When he left office after 
winning six successive terms 
Michigan's finances were in a 
tangled mess, which lingered 
long after Williams’ de- 
parture from the Statehouse. 
It was not until Republican 
George Romney was elected 
governor in 1962 that the con- 
dition began to be corrected. 

Chiefly becauSe he cleaned 
up the fiscal mess originated 
by Williams, Romney be- 
came a national figure and 
for a time it appeared he 
might be nominated by the 
Republicans for president. 

Williams moved from the 
governorship to the U.S. 
Senate and during the admin- 
istration of President John 
F. Kennedy served as assist- 
ant secretary of state for 
African affairs. 

He had presidential ambi- 
tions, but his political career 
ended abruptly in 1966 when 
he was defeated by Republi- 
can Robert Griffin in a bid to 
regain a Senate seat, 


But during his political, 


heyday Williams enjoyed 
great popularity among 
Michigan's voters despite his 
administration’s sorry record 
in handling the state fi- 
nances, 

Like Walker today, Wil- 
liams had style. He was good 
looking, spoke well and had a 
pleasing personality. He had 
an especially strong following 
among Michigan’s thousands 
of unionized auto workers and 
blacks.

Like Williams, Walker ap- 
pears to be gambling his 
political future on the;belief 
that Illinois voters like those 
in Michigan are less con- 
cerned.about the state’s fiscal 
bealth than they are about 
such things as their own jobs 
and public improvements. 

Beneath the Statehouse 
Dome the new Walker budget _ 
has already been tabbed as 
one of the weirdest ones ever 
to be submitted to the legisla- 
ture. The biggest and most 
obvious flaw is that it fails to 
spell out where the money is 
to come from for all of the 
governor's grandiose spend- 
ing ideas. 

Few respected students of 
state finance accept his con- 
tention that the bonding pro- 
gram is the answer to all the 
problems. 


Walker concedes that his 
program will wipe out the 
state's financial reserves, but 
insists that a tax increase can 
be avoided. 

Even top legislative Demo- 
crats are unenthusiastic 
about the Walker budget. 
Senate President Cecil A. 
Partee, D-Chicago, issued a 
low-key statement applaud- 
ing the fact that Walker is not 
calling for a tax increase. But 
Partee warned that one may 
be needed next year if the 
budget is adopted as pro- 
posed. 


However, this probably 
won't happen. The Legisla- 
ture no doubt will make some 
changes and Walker will 
probably be able to ride into 
the 1976 election year with his 
Pledge against new taxes 
intact, 


But like Williams’ Michi- 
gan, the fiscal facts of life are 
bound to catch up with Illinois 
sooner or later. The person 
elected governor in 1976 will 
have to raise taxes. But by 
then, perhaps, Dan Walker 
like Williams may have ad- 
vanced to better things. 


Six in state 
are known by 


many voters

CHICAGO — Who are best 
known among active political 
leaders in Illinois whose focus 
is upon state or local govern- 
ment? 

This is the point-in-refer- 
ence from which party chiefs 
generally start selecting can- 
didates for office. 

Such a study was conducted 
just before the Chicago pri- 
mary campaign began to 
heat up. 

To the surprise of no one, 
the best known active 
political personality in Illi- 
nois is Richard J. Daley, tes- 
timony to his newsworthiness 
for two decades. 

The next best known, and 
not far behind Daley, is Gov. 
Daniel Walker. Using the 
Daley recognition as 100, the 
Walker name recognition 
stands at 85 to 90, and it is re- 
markably constant in all 
areas of the state. 

Secretary of State Michael 
Howlett earns the third place 
rating, also with a recogni- 
tion that is highly uniform. 
Like Daley, Howlett has held 
public office in Dlinois for 
several terms. He has a score 
of 60 area by area. 

Attorney Gen. William 
Scott is the first Republican 
to make the all-state political 
recognition list. Scott’s name 
identification is uniform 
throughout the state and 
stands at roughly one-third 
that of Mayor Daley, averag- 
ing about 35 from all areas. 

Surprisingly close to Scott, 
and the only relative new- 
comer to the all-state list, is 


Seventy-one men were sent to 
prison for rape, a rate of 
‘slightly more than 5 per cent 
of the valid cases.

whose work in behalf of the 

state’s older citizens has 

made him unusually news- 
worthy since 1972.

Dixon, a member of the Illi- 
nois General Assembly for 
many years from East St.

While no one else had a 
score of 10, high among those 
“often selected” is, State 
Comptroller George Lind- 


berg. 

Public figures not presently 
in elective office who have 
significant name recognition 
include federal prosecutor 
James Thompson of Chicago, 
George Burditt who was a 
Republican candidate for the 
U.S. Senate in 1974, and Rich- ; 
ard B. Ogilvie, former gover- - 
nor. 

The importance of name 
recognition being what it is in 
seeking statewide office, it is 
probably that most or| even 
all of the state offices will be

The makeup of the list is 
unusual in several ways. Of ° 
the six individuals with 
scores of 20 or above, five are 
Democrats. 

Interestingly, all of the

THE CHICAGO FIRE: ITS BRIGHT SIDE 


On Oet. 8, 1971, Chicago 
“celebrated” thé 100th anni- 
versary of the Great Chicago 
Fire. “Celebrate” is the proper 
word, for the fire brought great 
benefits to the city. Although 
the blaze destroyed more than 
$13,000,000 worth of stock, 
machinery, and. products, 
much of the city was un- 
touched. The stockyards, roll- 
ing mills, and 600 manufactur- 
ing plants remained, as did 79 
percent of the city’s grain stor- 
age. Insurance companies suf- 
fered the greatest loss, al- 
though only $96,553,720.94 
of the $196,000,000 lost in the 


Of more lasting importance, 
the fire stimulated a building 
boom,. and led to serious ef- 
forts ‘at city planning. The 


common council replaced 122: 


miles of burned wooden side- 
walks with iron and stone 
squares coyered with cement. 
The need for immediate relief 
measures led to a movement to 
strengthen the executive 
branch of city government: 
Joseph Medill, elected © Chi- 
cago’s next mayor on the 
“Fireproof” ticket, success- 
fully exerted pressure on the 
General Assembly to pass a 
“Mayor's Bill” in 1872. All the 


fire was covered by insurance. 


Public response to the trage- 
dy was dramatic. Almost 
$5,000,000 was donated for 
emergency relief, $900,000 of 
that from foreign donors. Do- 
nated books formed the basis 
for a new city library following 
authorization for  tax- 
supported libraries passed by 
the General Assembly in the 
wake of the fire. 

The fire made money® for 
some enterprising Chicagoans. 
By December the Joliet Signal 
reported that 900 lecturers 
were telling their thrilling tales 
of the fire, and 15S books on 
the blaze were in the works. 
Nails from the O'Leary barn, 
supposed birthplace of the fire 
were offered as inducements to 
magazine subscribers; and “‘ar- 
tistically reshaped” slag from 
debris was sold as mementoes. 
Other debris was pushed into 
Lake Michigan, thus adding to 
the city’s valuable shore land. 





while phenomenal profits were 
being “realized by seal estate 
dealers and by builders. 

The city’s fire limits ex- 
tended after the fire, but the 
fire department itself was not 
Updated until another disas- 
* trous fire in 1874. That fire led 
to the formation of a Citizen's 
Association that extended its 
activities. to many phases of 
civic improvement. /A fire un- 
derwriter’s embargo of the city 
was lifted in 1875 with the 
establishment of a department 
of fire inspectors. 

The Chicago fire destroyed 
much of the state’s largest city. 
In addition to the tremendous 
private wealth created in re- 
building. however, it also 
forced city officials to deal 
with the realities of a-true 
urban environment. In so doing 
they prepared the city to cope 
with the dynamic growth of 
the next several decades.

budget is not discretionary —which means the money 
must be spent for previously-mandated programs 
such as welfare, school aid, roads and so on. 

But theoretically the Illinois General Assembly 
could turn over the whole applecart and spend the 
roughly $10 billion they will authorize for next fiscal 
year on all new programs.
